In an admirably lucid and Inform ­ 
ing article in last Sunday’* “New 
York Times,” Mr. Charles Mer* has 
brought forward 
statistics 
which 
set in high relief the real problem 
of economy in tile Federal govern­ 
ment. 
Using his figures we can 
best broach the question by asking 
ourselves why it is that in 1932 the 
Federal government is spending 676 
millions more than in 1922. This is 
a fair comparison because the bud­ 
get for 1922 contains the costs of 
the war. Therefore, we are dealing 
with an increase during a decade of 
peace. 
As a m atter of fact, a closer ex 
amination of Mr. Merz's 
figures 
shows th at the increase of peace 
time expenditure 
has really 
been 
greater than 878 millions. For in 
1922 tho service of the war debt 
cost 1,411 millions. By 1932, thanks 
to Mr. Mellon's policy of paying off 
the debt rapidly during prosperity, 
the service of the debt bas com* 
down to 1.017 millions. 
This is 
saving of 394 millions. Thus, in spite 
of a saving of nearly 394 millions 
on the war debt, the total expendit 
ures have increased by 676 minion* 
The basic question, therefore, Is 
this: Why, apart from the debt, has 
the cost of the Federal government 
increased more than a billion dol­ 
lars in ten years?

The great difference between the 
two countries in regard to pay 
ments to individuals is that in Brit­ 
ain the cost of the veterans has de­ 
clined while the cost of social serv 
Ices to the whole population has in 
creased, 
whereas, 
in the 
United 
States the whole increase has gone 
to the veterans. In other words, in 
Britain the veterans are being re­ 
absorbed into the civilian popula­ 
tion whereas in the United States 
they are Increasingly a specially 
favored class apart. 


The next great item of increase 
in American expenditure is farm 
relief, public works, and various 
other subsidies. 
They account for 
perhaps 800 million dollar* of til# 
Increase. In Great Britain during 
the period 
1922-1931 
the 
“Grant 
Services” which are a rough equiv 
alent Increased about 400 millions. 
But in the last analysis it is the 
veterans expenditures which con 
stitute the real 
difficulty of the 
American budgetary situation. That 
is the charge which is most omin 
ous. For it am ounts to a quarter 
of the whole budget and the rate 
of its increase is it* particular dan­ 
ger. It has increased almost 50 per 
cent in ten years whereas the B rit­ 
ish war pensions have decreased 
nearly 50 per cent in the same time. 
In Britain the cost of the veterans 
is a diminishing liability; it grows 
less each year as the war recedes 
into the past. With us the cost of 
the veterans is an increasing lia­ 
bility as the political power of the 
veterans advances. 
Therefore, it is on this huge ex­ 
penditure that the country needs to 
focus its attention for It is by all 
odds the most im portant element in 
the problem. The cost of the na­ 
tional debt is arrested and will de­ 
line with a return to normal time#. 
The cost of the national defense 
is almost arrested. The expansion 
of the social services and of public 
works and of subsidies presents 
questions of national policy about 
which a democracy is entitled to 
make its decisions. But this mount 
lng burden of expenditures to J 
pedal privileged class of voters Is 
menace not only to the budget 
but to popular government Itself.

N spite of all the dangers of playing around 
in a steel cage full of wild animals, it 
wa* a eery lowly germ— and not a lion 
— that finally downed Glyde Beatty, the 
animal trainer, and almost Hilled him. 
Cft oourse, the lion hit Beatty. 
A nice, big 
bite right in the center of his thigh. 
But if a 
certain 
microbe hadn't been 
present, 
there 
woulriln't hare been anything especially exciting 
In th* incident. 
A s it was, Beatty has two claims to distinc­ 
tion today. 
H e is the world's most famous ani­ 
mal trainer. A nd he is the only person in Amer- 
loa who ever was infected by the patfeureHa 
germ. 
Tha germ is really the property of cats 
and horses and lions and other beasts, though 
I i oases have been reported among natives of 
Im fo, Africa and Siam. 
w hen Beatty developed the disease the doc­ 
tor* alt shook their heads. 
A t first they didn't 
know what their patient had. 
Then they didn't 
know what to do about it 
If ha had been an animal. . , . But 
they worked against time and perfected 
a cure. 
Beatty is able to take his place 
hi the Big Top again. 
T he baffling malady that proved to 
he as dangerous as any circus "cat" got 
to work on a quiet Saturday afternoon 
Ute last January.

a featured artist with the show, and his 
animal act of 32 lions and tigers, as 
usual were to be one of the main draw­ 
ing cards of the performance.

lite trainer hadn’t

The animals filed out of the cage, one by 
one, until 27 of them were gone. 
Beatty watched them, and as he watched he 
stumbled. 
Only three lions were left in the 
cag. 
One of them was Nero, a huge Nubian 
Won. 
H e had a soft place in his heart for the 
lion. 
Just two years before, one day during the 
act. a new tiger had jumped on Beatty. Nero 
had sprung at the tiger, had knocked her away 
from Beatty. 


B E A T T Y bad known that the lion might not 
have had a kind heart at all. 
T hat he was 
probably try jpg to get even with the tiger whom 
he hated. 
Even at that, it was rather nice of 
Nero, be thought. H e had liked him ever since 
that occasion.

The huge Nubian suddenly made a lunge at 
Beatty on that dusky January afternoon. 
The 
two remaining lions backed him up. They joined 
the attack. 
Th* trainer, who has always insiated that you 
can’t trust a jungle beast, didn’t have tune to 
thiak about that just then. 
H e just felt the 
great teeth sinking into his flesh. 


liven help came. 
The beasts were driven 
away. 
Beatty was rushed to the local hospital. 
Dr. Stephen D. Malouf, who takes care of the 
circus people at their wuiter quarters, was called. 
He thoroughly cauterized the we and. 
Beatty thought he was suffering merely from 
a lion bite. 
So did Dr. Malouf— at first. 
But a day or so later the animal trainer's 
fever began to rise. 
It played a gait*, of see­ 
saw. 
First up, then down. 
Always up again. 
it finally reached 105, 
A bite should not have sent it skyrocketing 
ta that way. 
Dr. Malouf knew something else 
was wrong. 
H e took specimens from Beatty's 
wound and blood and put them through the 
laboratory in the local hospital. 


T I E couldn't find any germs that 
belonged to ordinary infec­ 
tions. 
But he did find one that 
nobody at the hospital had ever 
seen before. 
This happened on Monday. On 
Tuesday Dr. 
Malouf took the 
specimens to the state laboratory 
at Indianapolis. 
Dr. T . Rice, 
who heads the medical department 
of the University of Indiana, also 
got on the case. 
The ss me strange 
germ was found. 
Dr. Rice didn t 
know what it was, either. 
A veterinary of Indianapolis was called. He 
looked at the germ. 
He had seen it before. He 
said that it belonged to the pasteurella group, 
and that animals have a patent on it. 
H e couldn't understand how a human could 
acquire it. 
lire doctors explained the lion's 
bite. 
There was a serum which was used on ani­ 
mals who contracted this disease, it was know » 
But whether it would work on a human being 
was another thing. 


"V fE A N T IM E , Dr. Rice was making a 
thorough search of all the medical books 
and sources at his command. 
H e found that 
only 14 humans in the world, including Beatty, 
had ever had this disease. 
Dr. W . M. Mann of the Zoological Gardens 
of Washington was consulted. 
He conferred 
with Dr. Hugh Cummings, surgeon general of 
the United States, and Dr, John R. Mohler, 
who is at the head of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry at Washington. 


Meantime, while medical 
men 
pondered, 
Beatty was growing worse. 
It baffled him to 
think that he had been around animals for 11 
years and then been laid low by a germ. 
He started to rememl>er dungs. 
How, as a 
child, he had gone from his home in Chillicothe, 
O.. up to the Cincinnati zoo every time he had 
a chance, just in order to watch tile animals, 
The day that he had signed up with the circus, 
as a boy of 18. 
The two years during which 
he had served as a common cage attendant. 
He remembered with a little pride the hrs! 
day that he had been allowed to start working 
the trained animals, 
He had been 20 years old 
then. 
After a while, in 1925, he had been 
permitted to handle the big mixed group of wild 
animals. 


T IO N S weren't exciting enough for him. He 
had some tigers mixed in with them. 
It 
meant more thrills lor the breathless audiences, 
who munched peanuts and wondered if he 
would escape alive. 
More danger for him. But 
he adored it 
And now, at 29, the master animal trainer of 
the show world, he had been bitten by a germ 
and there didn’t seem to be anything that any­ 
body could do about it, 
Dr. Vaughn L. Sheets, a noted diagnostician 
from Chicago, and Dr. William Catch, an out­ 
standing medical authority of indianapolis, were 
included in the consultations. 
They examined 
Beatty. 
They both said that if the pasteurella 
germ wasn't making the fever they didn't know 
what was. 
And Beatty grew hotter and hotter and hot­ 
ter.

H E lion was examined. 
He was 
healthy, and had been at the time of 
the accident, so far as is known. However, 
animals can transmit this germ even when 
in perfect health. 
The wild animals of the circus are fed 
horse meat. 
Officials of the show believe 
that the pasteurella germ might have 
been present in one of the horses which 
was fed to the lion. 
If so. the germ remained 
in the lion’s mouth after eating and was lodged 
in Beatty’s thigh. 
Dr. Mohler said that it undoubtedly would 
be perfectly safe to use the serum which was 
applied to animals. In light doses, however. Its 
reaction was to be watched carefully. 
Other 
medical men were afraid to make the venture. 
All around the circus Quarters clowns and 
acrobats and everybody else asked anxiously 
how Beatty was getting along. 
Circus people 
perform dare-devil stunts, but it is just now and 
then that there is a tragedy in the sawdust mig. 
A serum was used on Beatty, however. 
It 
was one which is used in infections or case* of 
blood-poisoning where a germ belonging to th* 
streptococcus group is present. 
Beatty has never taken intoxicating liquor. 
H e has never used tobacco. 
His whole system 
was clean. Dr. Malouf decided to try an opera­ 
tion. 
He located what he thought might be a pm 
pocket at the bottom of Beatty** left leg. 
It 
was deeply seated. 
H e began the operation. 
He was nearly to the bone. 
There were no re­ 
sults to show for his attempt. 


D 
R . M A L O U F thought that he might ae 
well stop. 
Yet . . .h e had gone that far. 
He might m welt go on, he decided. 
H e 
reached the bone, and struck a pus pocket, and 
was able to release a quantity of pus through 
the incision that he had made. 
Relieved of this poison, Beatty was able to 
make his system immune to its dangers and 
throw off the rest of the infectious matenal. 
Meantime, a well known pharmaceutical lab­ 
oratory of Indir.napolis, which had been con­ 
sulted, was trying to develop a serum which 
would combat the pastuereila germ in the 
system. 
It took IO days. 
Then the 
announced that they were ready. 
By diet time 
Beatty was so much better that it wasn't neces­ 
sary to apply the medicine to him. 
But it is ready now. the next turn that a lion 
or a tiger decides to bite Beatty or anyone els*. 
Within six weeks after the lion bit hun Beatty 
was thinking of getting out of Isis wheel cheir 
and again making plans for his act. 
A lion had saved him once, and medical 
science turned the trick this time.

D E A T T Y believes in getting acquainted with 
animala one at a time. 
It s safer. He meets 
each new lion or tiger in its own cag*, after 
first talking to it through the bars a few times. 
W hen lie enters the cage he always carries a 
whip which he uses for noue-makmg purposes 
just at first. 
It takes a month— a little more sometimes— 
for a cat to learn its pace*. 
Then it toms the 
act. 
Beatty doesn’t get a fortune for hts work. 
Circus salaries are not movie star salaries. 
The 
world under the Big Top gets into people s 
blood, though, and they turn their somersaults 
and take their wild cat bites as part of the 
game. 
But Clyde Beatty, working hts 32 wild beasts 
again, wishes that there were some way that h* 
could make them brush their teeth after they 
eat. 
He isn t so afraid of their bites. 
But 
he is looking out for the germs they aarry. 
I he danger of infection from this disease 
isn’t present always in animals, 
lf it Her*. 
Beatty and other animal trainers would have 
suffered from it long ago, quite probably. 
The germ itself has to lodge in it* victim s 
system in pasteurella. 
And when animals bite, 
if the germ is present, it is quite likely to start 
moving. 
Nero could not have passed on tut 
ailment to anyone else, not even the tigers whom 
he hates, unleu he had a chance to transmit th* 
microbe through a bite.

MUNICIPAL BOWL OPENED 


The Santa A na night baseball team fittingly 
opened it* new park last night b j a 2-1 vic­ 
tory over th* Colton team, Southern C alifor­ 
nia champions. 
W hen two men w ere out in 
the last half of the ninth inning, Joe Cornelius, 
ace pitcher of the local dub, “won his own 
gam e” with a booming home-run over the fence 


in left field. 
And w hat a game It w as I Both 
team s played magnificent baseball, and it m ight 
m-eil have been a game in the play-offs for the 
inter-league title, judged by the exhibition they 
offered. 
The new plant, known as the “Santa A na 
M unicipal Bow l,” is the finest night baseball 
park in C alifornia, and those who did not at­ 
tend its opening will be justly proud of it when 
they visit it. 
The improvement over the old 
park is trem endous, and those who had the vis­ 
ion and the courage to “put this over” for the 
com munity m ay well feel a great glow of sat­ 
isfaction as they view i t 
Even with the threatening w eather conditions 
last evening, the crowd almost filled the Bowl, 
and had there been a clear, 
w arm 
evening, 
there is no doubt but that the park would have 
been filled. 
Those who came out were am ply 
repaid by the gam e and the splendid program 
of entertainm ent which preceded i t 
The most heartening thought in connection 
w ith this achievement is that the construction of 
the Bowl was done by the unem ployed, and they 
directly benefited from this perm anent invest­ 
ment of the city. 
For $16,000 the excavation 
has been enlarged, the east side has been filled 
in to provide for the opening and w idening of 
Flow er street, bleachers seating 5000 people 
have been erected, and a most efficient lighting 
system has been installed. 
Today the Santa Ana Bowl stands as a m uni­ 
cipal improvement which thousands may enjoy 
in healthful, outdoor recreation—a project for 
the benefit of S anta .Ana residents and visitors 
alike. 
The Santa Ana Bowl—one of the greatest 
com munity achievements this city has ever com ­ 
pleted 
W e all are proud of this evidence of the 
co-operation of the people of S anta Ana. 


The battle between Columbia U niversity and 
a considerable num ber of the student body,

University thought it wise to swallow its pride 
and make the am ende honorable, and E ditor 
H arris was satisfied to cram this unwholesome 
pill down the th ro ats of the officials, and then 
refuse longer to have anything to do wfith the 
university. 
All of which illustrates the “ rugged indi­ 
vidualism ” in A m erican life which obtains in 
some quarters, but hardly prevails in quarters 
to which the expression was originally applied. 
W hen Trustees and Executives of U niversities 
and Colleges try to intim idate professors or 
faculties, or w hen faculties try to dictate to 
the student body, they are apt to face trouble. 
There is not a rnllege nor a university which 
cares to have an investigation of its discharge 
of a professor m ade L 
'he A ssociation of U n i­ 
versity Professors. 
T h at “ U nion” of profes­ 
sors is a very form idable body, as is well 
known by those universities and colleges which 
have received its condem nation, 
N o reputable 
professor will take a position in a college or 
a university which has fallen under the con­ 
demnation of th a t Association. 
It is reported 
that a certain S tate U niversity spent $60 in 
long distance telephone calls and telegram s be­ 
fore they could get tw o instructors to teach 
economics in the sum m er school. 
It was tu rn ­ 
ed down by every m an with a reputation, and 
had finally to tu rn to tw o young fellows who 
had just finished th eir w ork for the higher 
degree.
